Milk  Supply. 

As  is  required  by  Section  2 (3)  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(Amendment)  Act,  1922,  two  Registers  are  kept,  one  for  Re- 
tailers and  one  for  Cowkeepers  and  Wholesale  Traders. 

Thirty-eight  samples  were  collected  and  submitted  to 
the  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination  during  1939. 
Fifteen  of  the  analyst’s  reports  shewed  unsatisfactory 
results,  Producers  were  interviewed  accordingly  and  the 
necessary  information  given  them  to  assist  in  the  production 
of  a clean  and  satisfactory  milk  supply. 

As  far  as  I am  aware,  there  were  no  cases  of  disease 
attributable  to  milk  during  the  year. 

Improvements,  generally,  are  constantly  being  made  in 
production  of  milk  in  the  Rural  District.
